Such a mode of illustration would be 
1 d odd enough now-a-days ; but it must be 
confessed that it contains much that as striking 
and impressive. ‘I‘hat its origin dates far back 
into the past, will appear from the introductory 
paragraph by Dr. Clarke.—Advocate and Bap- 
tist. 
“On the subject of this inheritance of the peo- 
ple of God, I met witha very curious piece in 
an ancient Latin M S. on Vellum, that contains 
discourses for all the Sabbaths of the year ; how 
early composed I cannot tell, but the collection 
was made by John Felton, Vicar of St. Mary 
Magdalene, Oxford, and written about the year 
1450. I shall translate this curious piece as a 
specimen of the theology of our forefathers.— 
He observes :— 
“It was a custom in this country, (England) 
that if a tyrant or oppressor, had driven the‘true 
heir from his inheritance, and appropriated it to 
himself; and the oppressed man could not get 
any legal redress (for on the side of the adver- 
gary there was power) his last remedy was to 
challenge the tyrant to single combat; and if he 
overcame him, he was reistated in his inheri- 
tance, and the oppressor lost his life. But if 
the lawful heir was an old and infirm man, and 
could not undertake the contest; if he had a 
stout healthy son who wasa_ knight or a sol- 
dier, the law permitted him to fight the tyrant 
or oppressor, in his father’s stead, as the right 
of the inheritance would, on the father’s de- 
mise fall to him. In like manner the Scripture 
gives us to understand that Adam, the first man, 
was right and true heir of Paradise; but was 
driven trom it by the craft and subtilty of the 
devil. And althongh he might have claimed 
the combat, in vindication of his right to the in- 
heritance, yet being old and feeble, he was in- 
|capable of doing it. But his son, a strong ac- 
tive warrior, claimed the battle in place of 
his father, fougtit with and overcame the tyrant 
and oppressor, and gained a glorious victory for 
his father and brethren. And having doue so 
he conveyed the inheritance tw his father and 
brethren by the following Cuarrer.

Mr. Hague’s Contrast. 

The view taken by Brother Hague, in. his Bowdoin 
Bueet Discourse of the advantages of the volantary 
over the coercive principle, as exhibited in the 
free institutions of Ameriea, is very beautiful as 
poetry and, to some extent, itis a fair painting of 
facts. But, while three millions of Americans, un- 
der our own government enjoy no liberty, the state- 
ments are to be “taken with many grains of al- 
lowance.” While reading the following extract, 
let the reader inquire how “the voluntary princi- 
ple” benefits cur slaves. 


We should love the public worship otf the sanct- 
vary, on account of the happy influence it has ex- 
erted on national character among us. It has cul- 
tivated and developed the woral strength of the 
people. I: has clustered around it the best minds 
and hearts of ihe nation; filled them with generous 
impulses, and united them for good. Public wor- 
ship beiog here unsupportec by government, each 
man feels more or less an interest in supporting it 
himself, Thus the freedom of religion has been 
the means of bringiug to light the power of the vol- 
untary principle, and proving that religion is 
adapted to win her own triamphs over human 
hearts, by merely moral means. To many in Eu- 
rope it is a matter of astonishwen, to be told the 
number of churches, and ministers, and attend- 
ants on public worship in this land, where there is 
no religion established by law, and not a particle 
of aid conferred by the government. Their aston- 
ishment shows how superficial their notions of re- 
ligion are, how dim their views of its real power, 
and how closely associated is their idea of it, with 
what is civiland political. But facts, as they here 
exist, show that religion, when left free, tends to 
quicken and elevate the ininds of men, and to unite 
the various elements of society for high and sacred 
purposes. Even in France, where the government 
is said to be so impartial regarding various opiniuns, 
the fact, that Protestant churches share in the sti- 
pends of government, inducesa dependence of the 
church on the state, which is morally paralyzing 
and ruinous. Itis at war with mental independ- 
ence in the ministry, and the spirit of entererprise 
in the people. They mect net together as they 
might, to concentrate their moral power for the 
good of the world. They feel not their strength 
and know not what they ean do, because they are 
not accustomed to try. The habit of depending 
on the government for aid, palsies the very sinews 
of exertion, and destroys thé very feeling of self-re- 
lianee which is so essential to great and successful 
effort. Hence it is, that, as a body, they can rally 
so little strength for any govu enterprise, and shrink 
from attempting any thing on an extensive scale. 
The power of the voluptary principle is not under- 
stood, and an appeal to it is answered by a refer- 
ence to the govenment to accomplish whatever is de- 
sirable. But bere, the moral energy of this princi- 
ple has been proved. This has been God’s chosen 
theatre for its display; here it has blended all class- 
es in the best of causes, and has achieved greater 
results than any government would venture to at- 
tempt. Here, chiefly, this principle has had a clear 
and open field, and hese bas its simplicity and pow- 
er, its safety, and success, been ful] demonstrated. 
Here, the world sees men doing ef their own ace 
cord what the governments of the world have said 
could never be entrusted to she virtue and intelli- 
gence of the people. The spirit, which was first 
developed in the support of public worship, has ex- 
tended to every object in the realm of morals and 
philanthropy.

It was pretty 
well known to most members of the convention 
that Mr. Knibb had been called every thing but 
a gentleman, (Laughter.) A respected minis- 
terial brother on one occasion, at Birmingham, 
had produced a catalogue of names which had 
been given him, and stated that he was gener- 
ally known by that of the Daniel O'Connell of 
Jamaica. (Laughter.) Certainly that was mul- 
tum in parvo. (Hear, hear.) ‘lhe name of A- 
merican abolitionists stood high—of women as 
well as men—Angelina Grimki, Maria Chap- 
man, and others, among whom we would name, 
as an American abolitionist, George Thompson. 
(Cheers.) These names were musical in their 
ears, but they did not stand higher, in his hum- 
ble judgment, than did those of the missionaries 
in Jamaica. (Hear, hear.) Let it not be for- 
gotten that to them we were indebted for the 
act of emancipation. But a higher honor await- 
ed them; that of being subjected to the frowns 
of the wicked in high places—of being malign- 
ed and falsified for righteousness’ sake, by those 
from whose fell grasp, they had rescued the suf- 
fering negro. But their characters, he would 
be bold to say, would stand the test, and come 
forth from this furnace as gold seven times puri- 
fied.

Consolation for the Dissenters. A correspon- 
dent of the Glube, who attended Divine service 
at St. Margaret's Church, Westminster, on Sun- 
day week, gives anextract of the sermon. ‘The 
preacher said, the Church of England derived 
its authority lineally and directly from the apos- 
tles, and as such administered its sacraments, 
and therefore any departure, any separation from 
it was schismatic.

It should be the object of our lives to do good. 
In every undertaking, we ought first to inquire ; 
not, Shall I derive any benefit from this pursuit? 
but, Wiil it benefit others? A poor old man 
was once engaged in planting and grafting a 
tree, when he was thus interrogated : ‘ Why do 
you plant trees, who cannot hope to eat the fruit 
ofthem?

Mr. Curtis then opened the case to the jury for the 
defendant. He alluded, in the first place, to the rea- 
sons why the counsel for the prisoner appeared there 
at all; and he did this, for the purpose of disabusing 
the minds of the jury of an impression, which they, 
jn common with others, might have received-unfa- 
yorable to the prisoner, from the reports that several 
eninent gentlemen had been retained as her counsel, 
and, after examining the case, had declined acting. 
This was entirely without foundation. There had 
heen some difficulty on this subject, from the fact, 
that some gentlemen of large professional business, 
were unable to attend to the case from previous oc- 
cupations. ‘These difficulties had been somewhat 
increased by the further fact that the prisoner was 
unable to fee counsel. Her present counsel had 
been appointed to that duty by the Court. 

The prisoner was on trial for the murder of her 
at 5 The opening counsel for the prosecution 
had said, that the evidence in the case would be di- 
rect and circurnstantial. So far as the prisoney’s 
guilt was concerned the evidence was entirely cir- 
cumstantial. This was an inferior kind of evidence 
compared with direct proof, It was often represent- 
ed as capable of producing as high a degree of cer- 
tainty; and it undoubtedly sometimes satisfied the 
mind. But the checks upon this sort of evidence 
should always be enforced; and its former terrible 
abuses were a warning of the consequences to which 
aneglect on this point might lead. 

The firm great ru‘e in relation to this sort of proof 
was, that every one of the facts and circumstances 
from which the jury were asked to draw the main 
inference, shou'd be proved beyond a reasonable 
doubt.. Every fact and circumstance must, there- 
fore, be rigidly scrutinized ; and every single curcum- 
stance should be proved by direct evidence; for to draw 
an inference by the aid of that which was itself es- 
tablished by inference, never entered into any theory 
of evidence. The witnesses in the defence were 
then called, 25 innumber. 

The evidence being all in at ten minutes before 10 
o'clock, Mr. Dexter commenced the closing argu- 
ment for the defence. 

Ma. Dexter commenced by some eloquent and af- 
fecting remarks upon the nature and aspect of the 
case.
